There was a little questioning about 
the changes made In the Committee

Territories nnd 
the vote 
on both bills 
was taken without division. 
Mr. 
Dalzell, 
of Penn., brought 
up 
the special 
rule 
by whlrh the electric 
light bill was considered. 
As soon ns 
the rule was offered 
time was jlelded 
to Mr. Iloblnson, 
who observed 
thnt 
"when we can melt the heaits of the 
Committee

nnd get 
consid- 
eration for ii 
measure. 
It 
must be meretorlous." 
He then brlelly 
explained 
the

They pay two nnd

of the cm rent there.

from Congress.

wise spoke of the progress 
the 
Ilawai-ian- s

in civilization, 
praised 
Gov. 
Carter for the 
work 
lie 
is doing 
as 
the 
bead 
of 
the 
territorial 
govern- 
ment, and appealed forcibly to the mem- 
bers of the committee, 
as members 
of 
Congress, to help Hawaii out in her re 
quests 
for 
federal 
legislation 
and

federal appropriations. 
'J he speech was modest but logical and 
commanded 
careful 
attention. 
At 
the 
conclusion 
of the banquet 
the members 
gathered 
around 
the Delegate enthusias- 
tically 
and 
promised 
that 
they 
would 
stand by him at the nest session of. Con- 
gress in helping the territory to necessary 
legislation. 
During 
the 
winter 
the 
Delegate 
has 
had written 
and mailed to Senators 
and 
members of the House, 
mostly 
Republi- 
cans, over 400 individual 
letters 
explain- 
ing the needs of the territory and asking 
attention to pending 
bills. 
Instead of 
forwarding 
circular 
letters 
he .has had 
most of these written 
to fit the case of 
each 
individual 
addressed. 
In 
nearly 
every instance 
he has had something 
to 
say about the resources and industries 
of 
the islands, their importance 
to the 
gov- 
ernment 
in various 
ways, and the net 
profits to the government 
in revenues. 
'1 his campaign 
of education 
has 
been 
prosecuted constantly, although the Dele- 
gate has been aware that there was small 
prospect 
of legislation at this session of 
Congress. 
However, 
he hoped that the 
information 
he 
afforded 
Senators 
and 
members 
in this 
way would 
bear 
fruit 
in the next jear or 
two 
as 
different 
measures may be pressed for action. 
In every case these letters have been 
acknowledged

Jurymen Found Meheula 
Destroyed Public 
Documents. 


(From Saturday's Advertiser) 
Two verdicts 
of 
guilty were 
found 
.against 
Solomon 
Mcheulu, 
under his 
first Indictment for destroying 
public 
documents, 
In the Federal court yester- 
day afternoon. 
Judge 
Dole read the 
verdicts aloud himself 'instead of hand- 
ing them to the clerk after examining 
them. 
The first 
verdict found 
the defen- 
dant guilty as charged In the Indictment, 
and had a P. 
S. saying that the Jury 
recommended him to the clemency 
of 
the court. 
In the second form the Jury 
.found the defendant guilty on each 
of 
the four counts 
In 
the 
Indictment, 
categorically, every time signing by the 
.foreman, 
Robert B. French, as In the 
.general verdict. 
The Jury had been considering Its 
ver-dl- ct 
from 
11 o'clock until 
2:48, but at 
12 o'clock 
the Jurors were 
allowed 
by 
consent or court and counsel to be con- 
ducted to the Alex. 
Young 
Hotel 
for 
.lunch In charge of Deputy Marshal F. 
L. Winter. 
After returning 
from 
re- 
freshment the Jury once sought and re- 
ceived additional Instructions. 
J. W. Cathcart, acting for C. YV. 
Ash-for- d, 
counsel 
for defendant, 
who had 
left for the Island 
of Hawaii, moved 
that the Jury be polled, 
which 
being 
done each Juror declared that what had 
been rendered was 
his verdict. 
Then 
counsel 
noted 
exceptions 
to 
both 
the 
--verdict of guilty and the rendering of 
two forms of verdict. 
Mr. 
Cathcart 
'then preferred a request on behalf of 
.Mr. Ashford that sentence 
be deferred 
until his return. 
Judge Dole complied, 
fixing May 
9 as 
the date f6r sentence. 
For the offense 
of which 
Meheula 
has been convicted, 
the penalty Is either fine not to exceed 
$2000 
or 
Imprisonment 
not 
to 
exceed 
three years at hard labor, or both fine 
and imprisonment. 
As 
In 
the Testa 
case, It Is understood that the District 
Attorney 
will not ask for more 
than 
the minimum 
penalty 
upon 
Meheula. 
The enforcement of United States laws 
that have not parallels 
In Hawaiian 
laws Is begun with the Intent of giving 
such laws an educative effect with the 
least 
possible 
degree 
of severity. 
If 
the earlier examples made fall in due 
effect, 
as Judge Dole Intimated when 
sentencing Testa, the weight 
of 
the 
law's hand will be Increased. 
Mr. Ashford, 
who was present at the 
giving of the case to the Jury, refrained 
from a closing 
address, 
representing 
that there was no criminating evidence 
.against which argument was needed. 
J. J. Dunne, 
Assistant 
District 
At- 
torney, 
took nothing for granted 
but 
methodically presented the case to the 
Jury 
on behalf of the United States. 


--Among the Instructions he submitted to 
the court which 
were 
given, 
the Jury 
was informed that proof of physical de- 
struction, 
such 
as 
by tearing up or 
burning, was not necessary for 
con- 
victing an officer of destroying public 
documents. 
The charge under this head 
went on to say: 
"If you find from the evidence In this 
case, beyond a reasonable doubt, that, 
at the times arid places 
In the various 
counts In this Indictment mentioned, 
or 
at the time and place 
In any 
one or 
wore of said counts mentioned, 
this de- 
fendant

The punishment 
meted out to F. J. Testa and to Solmon 
Me- 
heula will mean something 
more to them than mere lines. 
Under 
the provisions 
of the Organic Act, both men, who have previously 
been rjiiite active in politics, will be disfranchised 
from voting or 
holding office in the future, unless they can induce President Roose- 
velt to pardon them and restore their civil rights. 
Both of the above 
named men were convicted of offenses punishable by imprisonment 
for a term exceeding one year. 
Section iS of the Organic Act says: 
"No idiot or insane 
per- 
son, and no person who shall be expelled from the legislature 
for 
giving or receiving bribes or being accessory thereto, and no person 
who, in due course of law, shall have been convicted of any criminal 
offense punishable 
by imprisonment, 
whether with or without hard 
labor, for a term exceeding one year, whether with or without fine, 
shall register to vote or shall vote or hold any office in, or under, or 
by authority of the government, unless the person so convicted shall 
have been pardoned and restored to his civil rights." 
The Organic Act also provides that the Governor "may grant 
pardons or reprieves for offenses against the laws of the said Terri 
tory and reprieves for offenses against the laws of the United States 
until the decision of the President is made known thereon."

mode 
ol 
cultivation 
and 
manufacture 
which 
prevnll.s at present Is ns follows: 
Cane 
Is planted during the dry season 
(De- 
cember 
to June) to make cuttings 
for 
planting 
in 
the 
beginning 
of 
the 
rainy Benson 
about the end 
of June. 
Theso 
sections 
of 
cine 
nre 
then 
planted 
(one 
or 
two 
together), 
the 
ground 
being 
kept 
well 
weeded 
nnd 
thoroughly hoed 
three or four 
times 
during growth. 
The ripe cane Is crush- 
ed and the Juice boiled In an Iron pot, 
with 
the addition of a small quantity 
of lime, 
which 
precipitates 
the 
Im- 
purities and enables the clear 
liquid 
to be drawn off through a pipe Into a 
second 
pot, 
where 
It 
Is again 
boiled 
until It becomes a pale, 
yellow 
color. 
This boiling operation Is repented 
suc- 
cessively 
In three more pots, when the 
sirup has reached 
the consistency and 
color 
of molasses. 
This 
molasses 
Is 
then 
ladled 
Into 
small 
earthen 
pots, 
provided 
with apertures 
(like 
(lower 
pots) 
closed 
by 
plugs, 
nnd 
there 
al- 
lowed to 
cool over night.

An angry, turbulent crowd of nearly 


1300 Japanese laborers surged through 


the roads 
In the residence 
portion 
of 


"Waipahu plantation yesterday, threat- 
ening Mnnnger 
Ahrons" and his lunas, 
inflicting bodily 
damage 
on 
those of 
their countrymen who would not Join 


them, and only the presence 
of sixteen 


nrmed 
foot and mounted police officers 
sent from Honolulu 
prevented a more 
serious outbreak. 
The representative of 
the Japanese Consulate, 
sent by Consul 


Salto, was unable to convince his coun- 
trymen that 
peaceable 
measures only 


should be resorted to, and he was com- 


pelled to quit the strike rendezvous 
of 
the Japanese and find a place of safety 
at the railroad station. 
Last night the strikers and manage- 
ment were 
no nearer a settlement 
of 


difficulties than when the strike begnn, 
but the presence 
of 
armed 
officers 
through the night quelled any disposi- 
tion there might have been to continue 
physical 
demonstrations 
against 
the 
management, and It Is possible that a 
conference may be held this morning at 
which 
time the laborers will probably 
make a formal presentation of 
their 
demands. 


WJANT 
LUNA 
DISCHARGED. 


The laborers' chief grievances are 
di- 
rected against 
Head Luna Patterson, 
whom 
they wish discharged from the 
service of the plantation. 
The men 
in- 
timated last night that if this demand 
was acceded to, they would immediate- 
ly return to work. 
The Japanese side of the difficulty, as 
told by nn Interpreter to an Advertiser 
reporter 
who went 
to the plantation 
last night, was to the effect that 
al- 
though the plantation has tabooed 
lot- 
teries and gambling, 
luna Patterson has 
conducted 
lotteries of various kinds for 
his personal benefit, 
nnd In the event 
that Japanese laborers did not partici- 
pate 
In them they were discharged on 
various pretexts. 
Another complaint is 
that outsiders are not permitted to come 
upon the plantation to sell merchandise, 
thereby compelling the laborers to pur- 
chase from what is offered directly by 
the plantation. 
Ten complaints in all 
are totalled up as the sum 
of

grievances. 
KESOTIT TO VIOLENCE. 


The strike began practically about 
1 
o'clock yesterday morning when a. dele 
gation 
of 
would-b- e 
strikers 
made 
the 
rounds of the outside camps and 
pre- 
sented their plea 
to have the laborers 
join in a general stride. 
Opposition 
wob 
met In some of the camps to the project 
and in such cases the strikers resorted 
to violence. 
Three men In ns many dif- 
ferent cumps 
who refused to join the 
strikers were nttacked with knives and 
sabots and each 
of the three received 
stab wounds. 
One was wounded 
in the 
neck quite badly, but later 
In the day 
even these three 
joined 
the strikers, 
possibly 
to prevent being 
dealt with 
more harshly.

J. S. Emerson, 
Surveyor of the Court 
of Land lteglstrntlon, has filed n 
re- 
port on petitions relating to lands held 
In Kula, Mnul, by the llvecompntiles 
lately 
organized. 
He 
passen 
severe 
Judgment on the surveys made 
by 
C. 
Nielsen. 
With 
respect 
to Pulehu 
Plantntlon 
Co,, 
Mr. 
Emerson 
says Mr. Nielsen's 
first sketches and description 
were 
re- 
jected by him, and nfter Mr. 
Nielsen 
had furnished a second set he presented 
a third sketch that Is widely different 
from the second. 
Figures are given to 
show the difference. 
Mr. Nielsen's second 
description of 
Kula Plantation Co. lands, according to 
Mr. Emerson, ties up his whole ourwy 
to a granite 
post 
described 
by 
M. D. 
Monsarrat 
In his survey of Pulchuuul, 
"although by his own confession 
this 
post had been 
washed 
out by heavy 
rains and set 
In another 
place." 
Mr. 
Emerson, after showing how the sur- 
veyor contrived 
to get over that 
dilll-cult- 
y, 
declares: 
"In short his work 
con- 
tradicts Itself and does not bear critical 
examination. 
I cannot pass it as cor- 
rect." 
Kaliallnul Plantation 
Co. lands 
sur- 
vey Is next condemned, 
thus: 
"So far 
as Mr. 
Nielsen's 
description is copied 
from Mr. J. P. Brown's description of 
Kaliallnul It Is entitled to the respect 
due that well known surveyor. 
When, 
however, 
he has to do original work the 
cae is different. 
To give a single 
in 
stance, the eastern end of this lot as 
reported In December, 
1903, wis 700 feet 
long, while 
In January, 
1904, he makes 
It 
S00 feet long. 
Again he copies Mr. 
J. F. Brown's distance from Puu Koae 
to the granite post when that post is 
no longer In its original position. 
Such 
work 
is misleading 
and I cannot puss 
it as correct." 
Upon 
Kuilua Plantation 
Co. survey 
Mr. Emerson also 
reports 
adversely, 
ttlllng of sketches 
received at different 
times 
which 
do not coincide. 
An 
un- 
known surveyor's work was copied for 
part and the survey "did not close" 
that Is, the boundary line did not reach 
the place of beginning. 
Kula Plantation 
Co. survey ir. shortly 
condemned 
in these words: 
"Mr. Niel- 
sen's sketch and description are so full 
of errors and contradictions that I can- 
not pass them as correct."

NEW SLIP 


Channel Dredged to Admit Mongolia and Dock 


Will Be Built Large Enough to Accommo- 
date Largest Steamers Afloat. 


Tlic Mongolia can come into Honolulu 
harbor, bub there will 
be no wharf large enough to accommodate 
her until the new gov- 
ernment slip along side the Naval dock is completed, 
The dredging 
of the channel has been completed 
to a depth of over 
thirty-fou- r 
feet, deep enough to accommodate 
the, largest vessel afloat, but the 
deepening of the inside harbor will be left to the federal government 
which is responsible 
for it. 
Work on the new slip, which will be 
large enough to accommodate a steamer the size of the Mongolia or 
Minnesota 
on cither side, will be begun as soon as the specifications 
are completed and Supt. Ilolloway can let the contract. 
"The channel has been dredged to a depth of between 
thirty-fou- r 
and 
thirty-fiv- e 
feet," said Supt. Ilolloway yesterday. 
"This 
is but one section, and is all the work that the Territory intends to 
do. 
There were apDronriations 
in the six months and the eighteen 
months 
bill for dredging the Honolulu 
harbor. 
With these 
appro-"priatio- ns 
as a basis we made plans for dredging 
the channel and 
harbor. 
The work was divided into three sections; one to take in 
that portion of the harbor near the raihvay wharf, the second portion 
bemg that about the Oceanic wharf, While the third section, which 
has just been completed, took in the channel bar. 
It was the inten- 
tion to do all this work, but because of the lack of funds the work 
had to be abandoned. 
Only the one contract .was let, the portion 
calling for the dredging of the bar, and this was paid for out of the 
$50,000 appropriation 
in the loan fund, the only money available. 
The remainder of the work cannot be undertaken 
by the Territory, 
and I believe it is up to the 'United States to do the rest of the dredg- 
ing and also to pay us for the work we have already done, and the 
money expended by the Territory in keeping the harbor open since 
annexation. 
Governor Carter is now making up a report of our ex- 
penditures 
to forward to the President. 
"It is possible now for steamers 
like the Mongolia to come in- 
side the harbor, but there is no slip where they can dock. The Bishop 
wharf 
slip is the deepest 
and can accommodate 
a ship drawing 


twenty-nin- e 
feet. 
I was given to understand by Ilackfcld & Co. 
that the Mongolia would not be heavily loaded on her outward trip 
and could go to the dock. 
In letting the contract for dredging it 
was thought best to deepen the channel so that ships might come 
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inside, rather than deepen the harbor and then have the big steamers 
unable to cross the bar. 
THE 
NEW 
SLIP. 
"When the new slip which the government 
is to build is finish- 
ed, any of the big ships can come inside and find wharf room. 
This 
is the wharf under the $300,000 appropriation 
in the loan fund for 
the reorganization 
of the Honolulu 
wharf system. 
This is to be 
constructed next to the naval wharf, out'from the Pacific Mail dock. 
'Vhr- borings for.thc slip have already been made, and as soon as the 
specifications arc completed I shall advertise for bids to do the wotk. 
The slip is to be six hundred feet long, and will accommodate ships 
drawing 
thirty-fou- r 
feet.

YV. F. Dillingham, 
representing the Hawaiian 
Dredging 
Com- 
pany which held the contract for deepening the channel and harbor, 
stated yesterday that the dredging was complete. 
The work of 
cleaning out the bar had been finished. about April 23, but as no 
official 
inspection 
had been made it was found that there was a 
which had to be cut down. 
This work has now been 
com- 
pleted. 
Mr. Dillingham says that there is now a depth of about 35 feet 
at the maximum, and 34 feet at the least along the entire length of 
the channel. In one part of the channel there is a deep hole. 
The 
Manchuria 
and Mongolia will have no trouble in steaming through 
the channel.

COST TEN DOLLARS EACH 


Judge Gilbert 
F. Little ot the Fourth 
Circuit has again been 
exposed. 
This 
time 
he 
Is caught attaching 
spurious 
university degrees to his name and act 
ing ns one of the people 
who confer 
such degrees 
for money. 
The following 
autobiographical sketch 
Is taken from 
Who's Who In America, for 1903: 
"Little, 
Gilbert 
Francis, 
U. 
S. 
Circuit Judge Ty. of Hawaii; apptd. 
June 
C, 
1000; 
b. In Pa., Oct. 
2, 1SI5; 
s. Henry nnd Caroline L.; collegiate 
ed'n, I'll. D., LL. D.; widower since 
1S9C. 
Has practiced law since 
1870; 
prosecuting atty., 
1875--

candidate 
for 
Congress,

A recent public 
prosecution by the 
Federal authorities 
of 
an Institution 
variously called 
tho Nashville College 
of Law nnd the National College of Law 
has brought to light that Judge 
Lit- 
tle's scholastic 
knighthood 
was confer- 
red by the Nashville College 
ot Law 
and that the cost of his two degrees of 
Doctor 
was ten dolnrs 
each. 
The 
de- 
grees were conferred 
In September, 
1S99, 
Just 
before 
the 
"Colonel" 
went 
to 
Washington 
to work 
for his appoint- 
ment as Judge. 
The Institution with the alias has had 
an Interesting history. 
Some years ago 
John William Farr opened a law 
col- 
lege In Chattanooga and had associat- 
ed with him a few reputable lawyers. 
These 
deserted 
him 
and assisted 
in 
driving him out of town 
when 
It was 
discovered 
that Fnrr was 
engaged 
In 
selling 
degrees 
to persons 
who 
had 
never taken nny course 
In the college. 
From thence Farr went to Nashville 
and 
opened 
the 
Nashville 
College 
of 
Law. 
Few students ever came 
to his 
classic 
halls nnd none remained long. 
The head of the place wns carrying on 
a vigorous campaign ot education, 
how- 
ever, and was sending his degiees to all 
parts of the world. 
The operation 
of making a full 
Hedg- 
ed Doctor 
of Laws or Master of Arts 
was simple. 
Farr would write a grand- 
iloquent 
letter to some man 
of cheap 
tendencies 
informing him that "hi 
ac- 
cordance 
with a time honoied 
custom" 
the trustees of the college nt Its next 
meeting would designate certain men of 
literary or sclentlllc 
attainments 
to be 
the recipient of some honorary degree. 
The 
party 
was 
Informed 
that 
It was 
exceedingly 
becoming 
the 
"onferrlng 
such degree that the recipient be pres- 
ent nt the ceremony 
but if this was 
Impossible 
It could be dispensed 
with. 
The letter stated that no fee would be 
asked but a charge of ten dollars was 
made 
to cover the cost 
of engrossing 
tho diploma. 
A few days later the man 
of cheapness 
would 
get another letter 
to the effect thut tho board had 
con- 
ferred tho degiee, 
that the diploma 
Is 
In the process of making nnd that the 
remittance 
was 
due.

monpys 
was deemed 
to be so contrary 
to sound nnd safe policy that Mr. 1'rntt 
removed 
him 
on the spot for 
Incom- 
petency. 
Mr. Rngsdale wns found to 
have treated his collections 
of fees nnd 
rentnls ns prlvnto 
funds, 
depositing 
them 
In bank to his personal account 
without entering the payments up 
In 
the olflce records. 
He even attempted 
to Justify this mode 
of exerclilng 
his 
public trust, putting forwnrd the plea 
thnt he was able at nny time to pay 
the Government Its dues.

resented by him that ho was but follow-

himself. 
Judge Little hnd the degrees 
of Ph. 
D. and 
LL. 
D. conferred on him In 
his absence nnd hns never visited the 
place 
for the purpose 
of being 
exam- 
ined as to his fitness or otherwise. 
A 
short time after this Farr 
advertised 
Little as the president of the Board of 
Trustees and In a circular Issued in the 
spring of 
1900 
It was announced that 
Judge Little 
would 
deliver the 
com- - 


. mencement address. 
To the few people 
present at the time Farr 
announced 
that tho Judge could not come but had 
sent on his commencement 
address to 
be read. 
He, 
did read It and a fine 
specimen 
of a Lltfletonlnn oration 
It 
wns, big wth wind, ornate 
In diction, 
garnished with flowers 
from 
the 
gar- 
dens of rhetoric, but empty and ridicu- 
lous. 
On August 
CO, 1902, the State of Ten- 
nessee on relation of the Bar Associa- 
tion of Nashville commenced 
ngalnst the Nashville College 
of 
Law alleging that 'it was practicing n 
fraud on the public. 
The court entered 
a decree against Farr and the College 
nnnullng tho charter and forbidding the 
grnnting ot more degrees. 
At this time 
an Inquiry was started ns to Judge Lit- 
tle, the reputed president of the Board 
of Trustees, but no one knew anything 
ot him and It wns generally supposed 
that he was a myth. 
After tho closing of the college by the 
courts Farr continued to grant degrees 
until a few months ago when the U. S. 
District Attorney at Nashville hnd him 
bi ought before the grand Jury and 
In- 
dicted for fraudulently using the malls. 
The Indictment Is still pending. 
No 
no- 
tion 
has yet been 
tnken ngalnst 
the 
president of the Board of Trustees, but 
a full statement of Dr. Little's 
connec- 
tion with the fraudulent scheme 
Is filed 
In the office 
of the Attorney 
General. 
In making an Investigation of the mat- 
ter, one 
of the members of the Bar 
Association 
of Nashville wrote to Farr 
for Information and the following 
reply 
settled the matter: 
D. C, Jan. 30, 1901. 
'Mr. P. M. Estes, Nnshvllle, 
Tenn. 
"My Dear Sir: 
In response to your 
Inquiry of recent date I beg to advise 
you that Dr. Little received the LL. D. 
degree 
fiom the Nashville College 
of 
Law", in recognition 
of his services ns 
a lawyer. 
Dr. Little was to have deliv- 
ered the address to which 
you refer In 
the Nashville Institution but wns here 
nt the time 
nnd, 
owing 
to engagements with olllclnls here, was 
unnble

fire of 
1000 In Honolulu, 
Hawaii." The 
bill was referred to the committee 
on 
Pacific 
Islands 
nnd as far ns 
known 
was never repoited back to the Senate. 
The measure was Intended 
to repay 
to half a dozen 
Insurance 
companies 
tho 
losses 
they had Incurred In 
the 
Chinatown 
lire, 
amounting 
to 
$S0,000 
nnd 
which 
the Territory 
of 
Hawaii 
through the Board of Fire Commission- 
ers had declined 
to pay. 
The 
compa 
nies Interested In the proposed 
legisla- 
tion 
are the North 
German 
Fire 
In- 
surance 
Co., 
3Iamburg-Breme- n 
Fire 
Insurance 
Co., North British nnd Mer- 
cantile, 
New 
Zealand, 
Transatlantic, 
Royal, 
Firemen's Fund and the 
Lon- 
don, Liverpool and Globe. 
These 
are 
the companies which after the big fire 
paid 
their 
losses. 
Other 
Insurance 
companies 
representing 
the 
bulk 
of 
the claims refused to do so, their 
poli- 
cies having a clause which protected 
them from losses due to the action of 
the 
civil 
authorities. 
The 
fire court 
took 
the ground that the companies 
were 
not 
entitled 
to repayment 
for 
their losses, as the money paid by them 
was on policies for which the insured 
had been paying premiums for many 
years. 
In other words 
the court neiu 
that the companies 
had a business con 
tract with the holders of the policies 
and were compelled 
to carry It out, and 
also 
that the act 
of 
the 
legislature 
contemplated

the

for 
losses actually Incurred by the claim- 
ants. 
The Insurance companies 
claim that 
they are entitled to be paid for their 
losses as much as the poorest property 
owner, who lost his all in the fire. They

Low prices, prevailing 
pests, 
higher land rental 
ami other causes hae operated 
to make necessary the conduct 
of the sugar business of the Territory on the most economical basis possible, and 
the result of the inquiries 
now being made, cannot 
but result beneficially 
to the 
chief industry of the islands. 
The list of questions 
which managers arc asked to 
answer 
comprise cost of limiting, cost of fertilizer, 
of irrigating and of the dozen 
other 
processes 
which 
arc gone through before 
the sugar 
is ready 
for market. 
The cost of producing 
sugar 
arics 
in the Territory from 
thirty-thre- e 
to more 
than fifty dollars 
per ton, due of course 
in a measure, 
to whether 
the plantation 
is irrigated or 
The different 
method 
of bookkeeping 
also account 
for sonic of the disparity, 
but there 
is at the same time a wide difference 
in the 
cost of sugar production 
even where condition 
are the same. 
Some managers 
for 
instance, charge 
a new Hume to one crop, while others distribute 
the cost on their

MAUI WILL LAY A CORNER 
STONE FOR NEW SCHOOL 


A largely attended 
and enthusiastic meeting of the 
Improve- 
ment Association 
was held at the courthouse 
on Thursday 
even- 
ing "to consider the proposition 
of laying the corner stone 
of the 
new schoolhouse, and other minor matters. 
It had been supposed 
that the meeting 
would at once proceed to arrange the program 
and make other arrangements in connection 
with the ceremony, 
but after some preliminary 
discussion it was decided that the more 
proper, courteous 
and dignified course would be io first communi- 
cate with Governor Carter, Superintendent of Public Works 
IIol-lowa- 
y 
and Superintendent of Public Instruction 
Atkinson 
and 
as- 
certain their plans with regard 
to laying the corner stone. 
After 
several motions and amendments, 
the Association finally adopted 
a 
motion that the secretary of the Association at once communicate 
with the above officials 
and ask their pleasure iu the matter, with 
the added request that the Improvement 
Association 
and the 
citi- 
zens of Maui generally be allowed to assist in the ceremony. 
The 
Executive 
Committee 
was also authorized 
to prepare and forward 
a resolution 
embodying 
the desire 
of the citizens 
that a formal 
ceremony of laying the corner stone be held, in which the govern- 
ment should take an active part. 
In view of the certainty of a 
favorable 
response 
from the government officials, the Executive 
Committee 
was instructed to at once begin the preparation 
of a 
program 
of all 'the features 
desirable 
to be incorporated 
in the 
ceremonies. 
This matter being 
disposed 
of, Judge 
Kepoikai 
gave notice 
that at the next regular meeting 
he would move to amend the 
con-situati- 
by changing the name of the association 
from "The Im- 
provement 
Association of Wailuku District" to "The Improvement 
Association 
of the Second Judicial District," which would embrace 
all of the citizens of. Maui, Molokai and Lauai, and over an hour of 
informal but earnest discussion followed, during which it developed 
that the Association, which was at first composed of the citizens of 
Wailuku who had united as a town meeting has a larger scope for 
work than their local town, and that the citizens of Alaui generally 
desire to join the organization 
for the general good. 
This view should and probably will prevail at the next meeting, 
and the Association 
will probably 
become an island instead 
of a 
town affair, and be known as the Improvement 
Association 
of the 
Second Judicial District, in which case members from all parts of 
the Islands can join in the good work, with local clubs in each dis- 
trict.

It was decided, nt the conference 
be- 
tween 
the Governor 
and the heads of 
departments yesterday, to carry out the 
resolution ot the Legislature in special 
session 
for putting 
the various econo- 
mies of expenditure made 
In the appro- 
priation bills Into immediate effect 
so 
far as possible. 
There was need shown 
for retrenchment 
to tho tune of more 
than 
$100,000 
before 
July 
1, when 
the 
appropriation 
bills 
come 
Into 
direct 
force. 
Official billets will 
be eliminated In 
different departments 
beginning with 
this motjth. In Public Works one of tho 
pilots 
and one of the harbor masters 
will be let out. 
The deputy Insurance 
commissioner 
and the bookkeeper's of- 
fices In the Treasury Department are to 
be amalgamated under one salary, and 
the license clerk there will bo dropped 
from the salary list. 
Some reductions 
of force 
will be made 
respectively In 
the departments 
of the Secretaiy and 
the Attorney General.
